FRUIT PROSPECTS. 
Anticipation of Iilg Crops—Very Little 
Injury by Frost. 
Vacaville, May 10th.—No damage was 
done to cherries or anything by fro8t. Tar­ 
tarian cherries are light, though. The 
prospects for apricots and peaches are the 
biggest ever known. Representatives of 
the canneries are here, making contracts 
for peaches and apricots. One cannery 
bought 300 tons of apricots to-day. 
Santa Rosa, May 10th.—The damage by 
frost is contined to vineyards and vegetables 
in comparatively small areas. No injury 
to cherries or other fruits is reported trom 
any portion of Sonoma county. 
Sonoma, May IGth.—Reports from all 
parts ot Sonoma Valley agree that the 
cherry crop, as well as other fruits, were 
not injured by the recent frosts. The 
cherry crop, however, is short from other 
and unknown causes. 
Antioch, May lGtli.—No frost in this 
portion of Contra Costa. Cherries and 
grapes promise a bountiful harvest. 
H ealdsbubg, May 16th.—The cherry 
crop hereabouts is above the average. No 
damage was done here. 
D ixon, May IGth.—From the most re­ 
liable reports received from the cherry dis­ 
tricts we learn that there is no truth in the 
rumor that the crop has been injured by 
frost. 
I’tiTALCMA, May 16th.—The cherry crop 
will be good. Some damage occurred from 
wind in exposed localities. The orchards 
were mostly sheltered, and there has not 
been over fifteen per cent. loss. No loss 
from frost3. 
Napa, May IGth.—In this vicinity ihe 
peaches and apricots will make large 
crops. Cherries are light, but not injured 
by frost. The late frosts did slight injury 
to grapes, estimated at ten per cent. The 
hay yield is light, but grain promises well. 
San Joss. May 16th.—1The light frost 
which fell a few days ago did slight damage 
tj grapes along the water-courses and in 
low-lying localities. Cherries were too far 
advanced to be injured by this cause. The 
crop, however, is comparatively light, 
owing to the rains which fell while the 
trees were in bloom.

A VERY RAD BREAK. 
The Plight in W hich a Los A ngeles .Jour­ 
nal Finds Itself. 
Los A ngeles, May 16rh.—W. H. Boyce 
had-a $150,000 libel suit pending against 
the Times Miner Company, of this city, and 
the Gladstone Improvement Company a i-) 
sued the same paper for $200,000 for libel. 
On Saturday a compromise was made on 
the following basis: Col. Otis was to retire 
from the editorship of the paper, and an 
editorial was to be published retracting 
everything said against Boyce, lie was 
then to withdraw the suits. A certain sum 
of money ws^ to be paid the Gladstone 
Company for damages, and that suit was to 
he withdrawn. Yesterday morning the 
Tintes contained the withdrawal of Otis, 
and to-day \V. A. Spaulding, one of the 
editors of the Times, brought Col. Boyce a 
copy of the Times containing a complete 
vindication of Boyce. That gentleman 
was satisfied and had the suit dismissed. 
Spalding also ¡.aid the Gladstone Company 
the sum asked, and that suit was dismissed. 
In the afternoon many copies of the Times 
were examined and none contained the 
Boyce vindication. 
Spalding then ac­ 
knowledged that the vindication was only 
published in one copy of the paper—that 
shown to Boyce. The lawyer’s suits will 
at once be re-instituted. Houghton, Silent 
and Campbell, attorneys for the Times, 
have withdrawn, and will have nothing 
further to do with the case. 


UTAH. 
Members of a Lynching Mob Sent to the 
Penitentiary. 
Salt Lake. May lGlh.—The Tintic 
lynchers, convicted of murder in the second 
degree, at Provo, were sentenced aslollows: 
“ Red Patsy” Harrington and Pat Reagan, 
eleven years each in the penitentiary, " Big 
Dennis ” Sullivan, Pat Quinlin and John 
T. Harrington, seven years each, and Philip 
Green five years. 
MEXICO. 
Report of the Com mission Sent to the 
Earthquake Districts. 
H ermosillo, May IGth.—The courier 
sent by the Commission now examining 
into the recent seismic disturbances in the 
Sierra Madre mountains, arrived at I'res 
to-day, and is the bearer of the following 
dispatch to Governor Torres: 
In the 
pueblo of Babispe 37 persons were killed 
and 10 injured. In Oputo 9 were killed. 
Botii pueblos were destroyed. The inhab­ 
itants of Babispe, Baceraca, Oputo and 
Guacabas are living in the fields, under the 
trees, and in dugouts. There has been a 
rtpeated succession of shocks, although 
lighter than that of the 3d instant. A 
panic has existed everywhere, and a num ­ 
ber of women died from fright. The 
pueblo of Fronteras, in the district of 
Arispe. was destroyed, and fortunatelvonlv 
one person killed. 
Bacoache suffered 
greatly, but no one was killed or injured. 
Everything possible is being done to re­ 
lieve the distress. A wide extent of terri­ 
tory is seamed with crevices and immense 
chasms. The earth has sunk in many 
places, and is flooded with water, making 
swamps where water Dever existed before. 
In many mountains are to be seen what 
appear to be eruptions, and the continuous 
throwing of smoke indieites volcanic ac­ 
tion, but they have not yet been explored, 
owing to the continuous tremors and great 
chasms making the approach thereto at 
jlie present time most difficult and dan­ 
gerous. 


Vast Sngar Shipm ents. 
San F rancisco, May IGth.—The Cana­ 


dian Pacific Railroad has secured for trans­ 
portation across the continent, in addition 
to the quantity of 2,000.000 pounds of sugar 
shipped this week, 8,000,000 pounds more. 
It is almost certain that the American Su­ 
gar Refinery of this city is the shipper. 
These shipments may precipitate a sugar 
war in the East. The Canadian Pacific, 
not being under the sway of the interstate 
commerce bill, can transport freights as 
the demands of trade require, without in­ 
terstate commerce regulation, and is there­ 
fore getting considerable business from .his 
part of the country. There may be a pur­ 
pose in this traffic deal to force the Ameri­ 
can railroad managers to take the Canadian 
line into the general pool. 
From the Orient. 
San F rancisco, May 16th.—The steamer 
Zelandia arrived yesterday bringingSydney 
advices to April 20th and Auckland news to 
April 25th. Edwin Hawkins, a prominent 
citizen of Teiriboo Station. Queensland, 
was murdered on April 17th, it is thought 
by his servant. 
Tiiere will be a deficit of £150,000 in the 
New Zealand budget, while the Govern­ 
m ent is mainly concerned with land set­ 
tlement and franchise for women. 
A hurricane in February did much dam­ 
age on the New Guinea coast. The m ur­ 
ders by natives are due largely to the atroc­ 
ities of laDor vessels. 
Some Editor H ad Been There. 
San IJiego, May 15th. — The United 
States steamer Ranger arrived here yester­ 
day morning from Lower California.' 
W hen at Bianco bay an officer discovered 
a rock of seven cubic feet covered with 
strange inscriptions, supposed to be by the 
Toltecs, in the seventh century. 
The hieroglyphics translated read : “Ris­ 
ing sua drives perpetual. Isetac Mixcoalt. 
The spirit of the Torando which strikes 
with Hint and devours four moons. Mix- 
coalt's one eye visible in the clouds.” 
The discovery of the rock has created a 
sensation among scientific people here. 
Arrangements are being made for further 
investigations. 
San Jose Item s. 
S a n J o se, May IG th.—J. II. Russell, an 
attorney, was arrested to-day on a charge 
of feloniously making a change in figures 
in a complaint on file in the Superior 
Court.

CALIFORNIA APPOINTMENTS. 
Smith, Hastings aud Leake After the 
Sacram ento Land Office. 
W ashington, May 10th.—[Special.]— The 
President informed callers to-day that be­ 
fore the end of the week several appoint­ 
ments of direct interest to California would 
be made. He did not indicate what the 
appointments would be. It is hoped that 
the office of Consul-General to Paris will 
tie filled by the appointment of a resident 
of the Golden State. The name of the 
gentleman who will receive this office, if it 
is given to the Pacific coast, has not been 
published, and great secrecy is maintained 
regarding it. 
The appointment of Receiver of the 
Land Office at Sacramento, to succeed Mr. 
Gardiner, is daily expected. E. F.'Smith, 
K. O. F. Hastings and E. E. Leake are the 
most prominent candidates, but it looks as 
though the place would go to a “ dark 
horse.” Mr. Hastings is also an applicant 
for the position now held by Register Het- 
zel, but the new Receiver of the Sacra­ 
mento Land Office will be appointed, in all 
probability, before any change is made in 
the Register’s office. 
Before the end of the week information 
will have been received here from Los An­ 
geles that will determine the selection of 
Postmaster for that city. Sidney Lacy is 
no longer in the race. The President, was 
not entirely satisfied as to thecapabilities of 
ativ of the men whose claims were origi­ 
nally presented for ihe office, and he took 
steps ten days ago to learn the name of 
some hard-working Democrat who would 
satisfactorily fill the office. 
The appointment of a successor to flic

THE DECEASED JURIST. 
Funeral of the Late Suprem e Court Jus­ 
tice W oods. 
W a sh in g t o n, May 16th.—The funeral of 
the late Justice Woods, of the Supreme 
Court, took place from the family residence 
here, at eight o’clock this morning. It was 
private, only invited friends and members 
of the family being present. The coffin, 
wbirh was covered with floral offerings, 
was placed in the center of the front room, 
and near it were gathered the President and 
members of his cabinet, the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, Gen. Sheridan, Admiral 
Potter, Justice Strong, and General 
Schenck, who served

FRIGHTFUL ACCIDENT. 
A Boy Blown Into Fragm ents by Ginnt 
Fonder. 
Leadville, May 16tli.—The most shock­ 
ing accident that has been reported from 
the Midland tunnel for many months oc­ 
curred near the west portal on Saturday 
last, in which James Mannt, a boy fourteen 
years of age, was literally blown to pieces 
through an explosion of giant powder. 
On the occasion of the accident he was dis­ 
patched to the magazine for a box of giant 
powder, which was to be used bv the drill 
forces, and procuring it he started to re­ 
turn, when the men heard an explosion, 
mingled with a shriek, and rushing out 
found the dismembered form of the youth 
lying about the approach to the tunnel. 
The sight was a sickening one. Flesh and 
bones were scattered in every direction, 
while there was scarely enough left intact 
to identify the youth. It is probable that 
having shouldered the box of powder, the 
boy started for the tunnel and stumbled, 
causing the stufl' to explode.

Lowell (Mass.), May 16th.— At a large 
mass dneeting held to-night resolutions 
were adopted vigorously protesting against 
the passage of the coercion bill by the Brit­ 
ish Parliament, sym pathizing'w ith the 
Irish people and praising the labors of 
Parnell and Gladstone. Speeches were 
made by General Butler, Lieutenant-Gov­ 
ernor Brackett and others. General Butler 
said that Irishmen had helped to fight our 
battles and that we ought to pay the debt 
by helping Ireland in case she got into a 
war with England. 
Prejudice Stronger than Religion. 
Chicago, May IGth.—The Times' Colum­ 
bia. S. C., special says : The Diocesan Con­ 
vention, which adjourned last evening, is 
the absorbing topic and was dw elt upon in 
a number of sermons to-day. The great 
majority of Episcopalians are in deadly 
opposition to the negro being admitted into 
the Convention, and the preachers have 
but few friends in the stand they have 
taken. It is asserted by the lay opponents 
that if the negro is allowed to vote in the 
Convention, in ten or fifteen years be will 
govern the body. A proposition was made 
to-day by some Jay members to organize 
and discharge all the preachers opposed to 
them and favoring the admission of colored 
men into the Convention, and to elect m in­ 
isters who would vote to exclude the negro. 
There is much bitter feeling, and a general 
smash-up would not be surprising. 
A Blow to Trade AVitii Canada. 
ashington, May 16th.—The Depart­ 
ment of State has received and transmitted 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
for its information, a letter from United 
States Consul Twichell, at Kingston, 
Canada, upon the subject of the interstate 
commerce law and its effects upon our 
trade with Canada. The Consul savs: 
“ Canada’s high protective tariff, in which 
there is no prospect of a reduction, has 
made me apprehensive from the first of 
the effect of the incrensed railroad rates on 
imports from the United States to this sec­ 
tion of Canada. Since Ihe 4tii of April 
these rates are shown, by freight bills liere 
paid, to have been increased from 25 to 100 
per cent.” W ashington Notes. 
W ashington, May 16th.—Assistant Sec­ 
retary Maynard has decided it a violation 
of the law against importing labor under 
contract to hire persons residing in Drunt- 
mondsville, Canada, to work in this coun­ 
try, and who cross the Suspension Bridge 
morning and night going to and returning 
from their work. 
It is not expected that the newly- 
appointed Treasurer will assume the duties 
of his office before the latter part of this 
week. 
Upon the application of all the national 
banks in Omaha, Neb , the Comptroller of 
the Currency has designated that citv as a 
reserve city under the provisions of the Act 
passed at the last session of Congress. 
Proposed New Oil Exchange. 
Toledo, May 16th.—A plan is on foot at 
Lima, it is declared, to organize an Oil 
Exchange to oppose the Standard Com­ 
pany. The plans have not vet been per­ 
fected, but many of the leading oil men in 
the Lima fields are interested. All are 
angry at the last cut of oil and the lower­ 
ing of the ¡.rice to 27} cents. The leaders 
claim that under the interstate commerce 
law they could obtain equal rates with the 
Standard, and that they could compete 
with the Standard in the sale of oil in the 
large cities of the north and West. They 
claim that oil is worth $1 a barrel for fuel 
and that the Standard has cleared $20,000,- 
000on oil already purchased in the Ohio 
fields. All producers will be made stock­ 
holders in the Exchange, and, if necessary, 
pipe lines will be built and refineries erect­ 
ed, probably at Toledo. 
Wl»y W heat Advanced. 
Ch ic ag o, May 16th.—According to an 
afternoon paper the advance in wheat here 
to-day was due to the general alarm of 
side shorts, an alarm which began last 
week, that grew from thinking over it on 
Sunday, and that finally was increased on 
finding that little wheat was for sale to­ 
day. The paper also says that dispatches 
trom California describe the crop situation 
there as deplorable, a matter that was much 
talked of one month ago, but which has 
recently been forgotten. 
Failure of a Big Cattle Firm . 
C h e y e n n e (Wy.), May IGth.—Consider­ 
able excitenimit was occasioned in business 
and financial circles by the announcement 
of the assignment of Swan Bros., well 
known in Europe and America as million­ 
aire cattle dealers. The assignment was 
made on Saturday to A. H. Reel and T. W. 
Laprentz. but was not made public until 
to day. Reliable authority (.laces the lia­ 
bilities at $300,000, but they may reach 
some higher. 
Som ething Cooling from Arizona. 
W ashington, May Kith.—[Special ]—All 
the members of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, excepting Mr. Schooqmaker, 
are in the city, and regular meetings of the 
Board were resumed to-day.

not to unload en route.

W ashington, May 16th.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has received from 
the Committee on Railroads and Transpor­ 
tation of the Prescott, A. T., Board of 
Trade, a protest against the suspension of 
Section 4. and against the railroads being 
allowed to charge more to anv part of the 
interior between the Missouri river and 
Pacific coast than they do to the coast.

TONS OF COIN. 
Twenty-live M illions of Treasure Un­ 
earthed in India. 
London. May 16th.—The Financial Sec­ 
retary of India advised the Government of 
the discovery of an immense amount of 
treasure, estimated at over £25,000,000, 
which had been secreted by the late Ma- 
hajarah. The treasure had'been sunk in 
pits under the vaults beneath the Beenana. 
The secret was intrusted to a few confiden­ 
tial servants. The Secretary was present 
when the treasure was unearthed. After 
removing the earth to a depth of six feet 
the workmen revealed great flag stones. 
Beneath these were several pits filled to the 
brim with silver, chiefly freshly-coined 
rupees. In each pit was a plate recording 
the amount of the treasure, and the names 
of the officials who assisted in secreting it. 
The Indian Government has taken the 
hoard as a loan from the young Maharajah. 
The native papers protest against this ac­ 
tion. They say that had the Maharajah 
been an adult, instead of under a Regency 
controlled by the Government, he would 
never have invested his whole wealth in 
Indian securities. 
The question will be 
raised in Parliament as to whether “ invest­ 
ment” be not another name for seizure. 
CANADA. 
Ki! It or O’Brien Leaves for tho E ari. y’s 
Stronghold. 
Montreal. May 16th.—To an Associated 
Press correspondent Mr. O’Brien said : “ I 
am sorry to hear that I have been elected 
again to Parliament, but i am inclined to 
think Lord Lansdowne is stili more sorry, 
under the circumstances. I am thunktiil 
to my colleagues and countrymen.” Mr.

FItUIT PROSPECTS. 
Anticipation of Iiig Crops—Very I-lltls 
Injury by Frost. 
V a c a v ille , May 16th.—Xo damage was 
done to cherries or anything by frost. Tar­ 
tarian cherries are light, though. The 
prospects for apricots and peaches are the 
biggest ever known. Representatives of 
the canneries are here, making contracts 
for peaches and apricots. One cannery 
bought 300 tons of apricots to-day. 
S a n ta R o sa, May 16th.—The damage by 
frost is con lined to vineyards and vegetables 
in comparatively small areas. Xo injury 
to cherries or other fruits is reported from 
any portion of Sonoma county. 
Sonom a. May 16th.—Reports from all 
parts oí Sonoma Valley agree that the 
cherry crop, as well as ‘other fruits, were 
not injured by the recent frosts. The 
cherry crop, however, is short from other 
and unknown causes. 
A n tioch , Mhv 16th.—Xo frost in this 
portion of Contra Costa. Cherries and 
grapes promise a bountiful harvest. 
H ealdsbubu, May 16th.—The cherry 
crop hereabouts is above the average. Xo 
dam age was done here. 
D ix o n , May 16th.—From the most re­ 
liable reports received from the cherry dis­ 
tricts we learn that Hiere is no truth in the 
rumor that the crop has been injured bv 
frost. 
I’btalu.m a, May 16th.—The cherry crop 
will be good. Some damage occurred from 
wind in exposed localities. The orchards 
were mostly sheltered, and there has not 
been over fifteen per cent. loss. Xo loss 
from frosts. 


n a p a . May 16th.—In this vicinity ihe 
peaches and apricots will m ake‘large 
crops. Cherries are light, but not injured 
by frost. The late frosts did slight injury 
to grapes, estimated at ten per cent. The 
hay yield is light, but grain promis'es well. 
San Joss. May 16th.—The light frost 
which fell a few days ago did slight damage 
to grapes along the water-courses and in 
low-lying localities. Cherries were too far 
advanced to be injured by this cause. The 
crop, however, is comparatively light, 
owing to the rains which fell while the 
trees were in bloom. 


A W OM AN SCORNED. 
T he Yitrol-Throw-er Said to H aro B een 
Jealou s o f H er V ictim . 
I(° Anoei.es, May tilth. — [Special.]— 
The Evening Esprexs published to-day the 
only interview yet had with C. R. Petrie, 
who was so frightfully burned by vitrol 
thrown by Mrs. Roselle on the 11th.

Los A ngeles, May 16th.—W. H. Boyce 
had* a $ 150,00) libel suit pending against 
the Timex Mirrnr Company, of this city, and 
the Gladstone Improvement Company uls i 
sued the same paper for $200,000 for "libel. 
On Saturday a compromise was made on 
the following basis : Col. Otis was to retire 
from the editorship of the paper, and an 
editorial was to be published retracting 
everything said against Boyce, lie was 
then to withdraw the suits. A certain sum 
of money was to be paid the Gladstone 
Company for damages, and that suit was to 
be withdrawn. Yesterday morning tiie 
Times contained the withdrawal of Otis, 
and to-day W. A. Spaulding, one of tiie 
editors of the Time*, brought Co’,. Boyce a 
copy of the 77i.uo containing a complete 
vindication of Boyce. That gentleman 
was satisfied and had the suit dismissed. 
Spalding also ¡.aid the Gladstone Company 
the sum asked, and that suit was dismissed. 
In the afternoon many copies of the Timex 
were examined and none contained the 
Boyce vindication. 
Spalding then ac­ 
knowledged that the vindication was only 
published in oue copy of the paper—that 
shown to Boyce. The lawyer’s suits will 
at once be re-instituted.

M EXICO. 
R eport o f the C om m ission Sent to the 
E arthquake D istrict*. 
H f-rmosili.o, May 16th.—The courier 
sent by the Commission now examining 
into the recent seismic disturbances in the 
Sierra Madre mountains, arrived at Ures 
to-day, and is the bearer of the following 
dispatch to Governor Torres: 
In the 
pueblo of Babispe 37 persons were killed 
and 1!) injured. In Oputo 9 were killed. 
Both pueblos were destroyed. The inhab­ 
itants of Babispe, Baceraea, Oputo and 
Guacahas are living in the fields, under the 
trees, and in dugonts. There has been a 
repeated succession of shocks, although 
lighter than that of the 3d instant. A 
panic has existed everywhere, and a num ­ 
ber of women died' from fright. The 
pueblo of Fronteras, in the district of 
Arispe, was destroyed, and fortunately only 
one person killed. 
Bacoache suffered 
greatly, but no one was killed or injured. 
Everything possible is being done to re­ 
lieve the distress. A wide extent of terri­ 
tory is seamed with crevices and immense 
chasms. The earth has sunk in many 
places, and is flooded with water, making 
swamps where water never existed before. 
In many mountains are to be seen what 
appear to be eruptions, and the continuous 
throwing of smoke indieites volcanic ac­ 
tion, but they have not yet been explored, 
owing to the continutms tremors and great 
chasms making the approach thereto at 
¿he present time most difficult and dan­ 
gerous. 


V ast Sugar Shipm ent*. 
San F ran cisco, M ay 16th.—The Cana­ 


dian Pacific Railroad has secured for trans­ 
portation across the continent, in addition 
to the quantity of 2,000.000 pounds of sugar 
shipped this week, 3,000,000 pounds more. 
It is almost certain that the American Su­ 
gar Refinery of this city is the shipper. 
These shipments may precipitate a sugar 
war in the East. The Canadian Pacific, 
not being under the sway of the interstate 
commerce bill, can transport freights as 
the demands of trade require, without in­ 
terstate commerce regulation, and is there­ 
fore getting considerable business from .his 
part of the country. There may be a pur­ 
pose in this traffic deal to force the Ameri­ 
can railroad managers to take the Canadiau 
line into the general pool.

San F rancisco, May 16th.—The steamer 
Zelandia arrived yesterday bringingSydney 
advices to April 20th and Auckland news to 
April 25th. Edwin Hawkins, a prominent 
citizen of Teiriboo Station, Queensland, 
was murdered on April 17th, it is thought 
by his servant. 
There will be a deficit of £150,000 in the 
New Zealand budget, while the Govern­ 
ment is mainly concerned with land set­ 
tlement and franchise for women. 
A hurricane in February did much dam­ 
age on the New Guinea coast. The m ur­ 
ders by natives are due largely to the atroc­ 
ities of labor vessels.

San D iego, May 15th. — The United 
States steamer Ranger arrived here yester­ 
day morning from Lower California. 
W hen at Blanco bay an officer discovered 
a rock of seven cubic feet covered with 
strange inscriptions, supposed to be by the 
Toltecs, in the seventh century. 
The hieroglyphics translated read : “Ris­ 
ing sua drives perpetual. Isetac Mixcoalt. 
The spirit of the Torando which strikes 
with Hint and devours four moons. Mix- 
coalt’s one eye visible in the clouds." 
The discovery of the rock has created a 
sensation among scientific people here. 
Arrangements are being made for further 
investigations.

Sm ith, H astings and Leake A fter the 
Sacram ento Land Ottiee. 
W ashington, May 16th.—[Special.]—The 
President informed callers to-day that be­ 
fore the end of the week several appoint­ 
ments of direct interest to California would 
be made. He did not indicate what the 
appointments would be. It is hoped that 
the office of Consul-General to Paris will 
he filled by the appointment of a resident 
of the Golden State. The name of the 
gentleman who will receive this office, if it 
is given to the Pacific coast, has not been 
published, and great secrecy is maintained 
regarding it. 
The appointment of Receiver of the 
Land Office at Sacramento, to succeed Mr. 
Gardiner, is daily expected. E. P. •Smith, 
E. O. F. Hastings and E. E. Leake are the 
most prominent candidates, but it looks as 
though the place would go to a “ dark 
horse. ' Mr. Hastings is also au applicant 
for the position now held by Register Het- 
zel. but the new Receiver of the Sacra­ 
mento Land Office will be appointed, in all 
probability, before any change is made in 
the Register’s office. 
Before the end of the week information 
will have been received iiere from Los An­ 
geles that will determine the selection of 
Postmaster for that city. Sidney Lacy is 
no longer in the race. Tiie President was 
not entirely satisfied as to the capabilities of 
any of the men whose claims were origi­ 
nally presented for the office, and he took 
steps ten days ago to learn the name of 
some hard-working Democrat who would 
satisfactorily fill the office. 
The appointment of a successor to the 
Supervising inspector of Steam Yessels, 
Bemis. will not be long delayed. 
A Californian who had an interview with 
the President this morning, told Mr. 
Cleveland that he was the first President 
who hail ever undertaken to appoint men 
of his own selection to Federal offices in 
the State. He said that from the days of 
Pierce and Iiuchanan down to the begin­ 
ning of the present Administration, the 
California delegation in Congress had 
named the men who were given appoint­ 
ments in the State. The President was in­ 
terested in this bit of news, and said lie 
intended to assume the responsibility of all 
appointments, so far as it was possible, in 
every section of the country, as well as on 
the Pacific Coast.

It was 
private, only invited friends and members 
of the family being present. The coffin,

FRIG H TFUL ACCIDENT. 
A lloy Blow n Into Fragm ents l>y G iant 
Pow der. 
Leadville, May 16th.—The most shock­ 
ing accident that has been reported from 
the Midland tunnel for many months oc­ 
curred near the west portal on Saturday 
last, in which Janies Manni, a boy fourteen 
years of age, was literally blown to pieces 
through an explosion of giant powder. 
On the occasion of the accideut he was dis­ 
patched to the magazine for a box of giant 
powder, which was to be used by the drill 
forces, and procuring it lie started to re­ 
turn. when the men heard an explosion, 
mingled with a shriek, and rushing out 
found the dismembered form of the youtn 
lying about the approach to the tunnel. 
The sight was a sickening one. Flesh and 
bones were scattered in every direction, 
while there was scarely enough left intact 
to identify the youth. It is probable that 
having shouldered the box of powder, the 
boy started for the tunnel and stumbled, 
causing the stuff' to explode. 


TH E PO PE’S APPRO VAL, 
The V atican Indorses th e P lan for An 
A m erican U niversity. 
Xe\t Y ork, May 16th.—The Timex says : 
The Pope in a brief to Cardinal Gibbons 
has approved some of the plans for a pro­ 
posed Catholic National University. He 
coincides with the American Bishops in 
believing that the administration of the 
University should remain forever in the 
hands of prelates. The question of locality, 
however, he leaves and desires the opinion 
ot every Bishop in the country, as well as 


ot those on the Commission, before any­ 
thing is fixed. The Commission lias made 
several other recommendations. It sug­ 
gests that the professorships of Sacred 
Science be open to secular and regular 
priests, even if foreigners. To preserve dis­ 
cipline, as well as to impart a profound 
scientific uud theological training, Snlpi- 
tian priests are considered the most lit. 
To prevent any distraction of attention 
from the work of the converting of contri­ 
butions to other channels, it is advised that 
until the next Plenary Council the setting 
up of any similar institution be not allowed. 
The Rector of the University must 
be able to

to 
it. 
The Commission therefore 
urge 
that Right Rev. John J. Keane, of 
Richmond, be relieved from the care of his 
diocese and made Rector of the University. 
Kinally, it is declared that there is no in­ 
tention to weaken the American College at 
Rome, but the Bishops on the contrary 
will take care that a number of choice sub­ 
jects are always sent to be trained at the 
fountain-head of Christianity.

It is asserted by the lay opponents 
that if the negro is allowed to vote in the 
Convention, in ten or fifteen years he will 
govern the body. A proposition was made 
to-day by some lay members to organize 
and discharge all the preachers opposed to 
them and favoring the admission of colored 
men into the Convention, and to elect m in­ 
isters who would vote to exclude the negro. 
There is much bitter feeling, and a generai 
smash-up would not be surprising. 
A B low to Trade W ith Canada. 
U ashington, May 16th.—The Depart­ 
ment of State has received and transmitted 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
for its information, a letter from United 
States Consul Twichell, at Kingston, 
Canada, upon the subject of the interstate 
commerce law and its effects upon our 
trade with Canada. The Consul savs: 
“ Canada’s high protective tariff, in which 
there is no prospect of a reduction, has 
made me apprehensive from the first of 
the effect of the increased railroad rates on 
imports from the United States to this sec­ 
tion of Canada. Since the 4tn of Anril 
these rates are shown, by freight bills here 
paid, to have been increased from 25 to 100 
per cent.”

Proposed N ew Oil E xchange. 
T oledo, May 16th.—A plan is on foot at 
Lima, it is declared, to organize an Oil 
Exchange to oppose the Standard Com­ 
pany. The plans have not yet been per- 
iected, but many of the leading oil men in 
tiie Lima fields are interested. All are 
angry at the last cut of oil and the lower­ 
ing of the price to 271 eents. The leaders 
claim that under the interstate commerce 
law they could obtain equal rates with the 
Standard, and that they could compete 
with the Standard in the sale of oil in the 
large cities of the north and West. They 
claim that oil is worth $1 a barrel for fuel, 
and that the Standard has cleared $20,000,- 
000 on oil already purchased in the Ohio 
fields. All producers will be made stock­ 
holders in the Exchange, and, if necessary, 
pipe lines will he built and refineries erect­ 
ed, probably at Toledo. 
W hy W heat A dvanced. 
Chicago, May 16th.—According to an 
afternoon paper the advance in wheat here 
to-day was due to the general alarm of 
side shorts, an alarm which began last 
week, that grew from thinking over it on 
Sunday, and that finally was increased on 
finding that little wheat was for sale to­ 
day. The paper also says that dispatches 
troiii California describe the crop situation 
there as deplorable, a matter that was much 
talked of one month agi>, but which lias 
recently been forgotten.

T w enty-ilve M illions *f T reasure 
earthed in India. 
London. May 16th.—The Financial Sec 
retarv of India advised the Government of 
the discovery of an immense amount of 
treasure, estimated at over £25,(100,000, 
which had been secreted by the late Ma- 
liajarah. The treasure had been sunk in 
pits under the vaults beneath the Beenaua. 
The secret was intrusted to a few confiden­ 
tial servants. The Secretary was preseut 
when the treasure was unearthed. zVfter 
removing the earth to a depth of six feet 
the workmen revealed great Hag stones. 
Beneath these were several pits filled to the 
brim with silver, chiefly freshly-coined 
rupees. In each pit was a plate recording 
the amount of the treasure, and the names 
of the officials who assisted in secreting it. 
The Indian Government has taken tiie 
hoard as a loan from the young Maharajah. 
The native papers protes't against this ac­ 
tion. They say* that had the Maharajah 
been an adult, instead of under a Regency 
controlled by the Government, he would 
never have invested his whole wealth in 
Indian securities.

So says the A lta of San l'rancisco, ad­ 
dressing the fossilized and doubting about 
town improvement and local booms. 
The 


title men of spunk should invoke just now 
and for all time, with honor and credit is 
that o f "village boomer.” 
The I'h co icd - 
l nion with the Alta is willing to accept 
the title. 
A city situated as is Sacra­ 
mento, cither goes ahead or falls behind. 
Sacramento has constantly advanced, hut 
now it i- desirable she should take longer 
strides. 
This city is environed by a sec­ 
tion that ought to be made the seat of a 
thousand homes w ithin the next three 
years, and extend Sacramento practically 
eastward for m iles. 
Dot it w ill not be if 
men of means, largo and small, sit still 
content to borrow and lend and pay and 
receive interest, and finally when 
their 
coffers are full, to pack up and cart them ­ 
selves and their gains oil to San Francisco 
and other places. 
W hat Sacramento needs to feel now is 
discontent with the present rate of local 
progress, and a desire to add to her broad 
commerce the spirit of local enterprise. 
T he policy that is to give her new import­ 
ance is to be an aggressive one, and a 
purely local one. 
The city has a splendid trade, and it is 
rapidly extending. 
As new lines of trans. 
portation open its commercial importance 
increases. 
The jobbers are feeling the in ­ 
fluence every day more forcibly. 
.Sacra­ 
mento’s growth has been steady and sound, 
and secure in her seat she has not felt the 
necessity for especial effort at home. 
lint 
she now does in order that her advantages 
may he better known, and her suburban 
population increased tenfold, as it may 
be without any greater effort than has beeu 
made elsewhere. 
W ill ]>ower, determination, co-operation 
o f effort, and 
public 
spirit w ill break 
down 
any 
possible 
obstacles, 
develop 
strength, defy opposition and swell the 
purse. 
Let us have “ city boom er” m eet­ 
ings that the “ boomers” may take counsel 
together and find out who are fossils, con­ 
tent to let well enough alone. 
The time 
for that proverb has gone into the dead 
p ast: the new gospel of progress is “ W ell 
enough is not enough, but better is.” 
A 
score of “ ways ” present them selves to 
promote I be local growth and that of the 
vicinity. 
Some o f them ought to be put 
Jij Sin their feet at once. 
There are money, 
greater prosperity, greater happiness and a 
more powerful city in them. 
W hile all 
the other cities of the State are inviting 
and receiving new population and paving 
the way for more, building up suburbs and 
peopling their vicinities with prosperous 
liemos, the Capita! city cannot afford to 


remain idle. 
‘'T a lk ” 
is no motor, but 
action begets strength and energy develops 
mean- for the accomplishment of ends. 
Hoads, water, small land tracts, colonies, 
local cleanliness, local improvement, dis­ 
sem ination of the truth concerning this 
-ectior.— these are some of the things about 
xvhich to concern ourselves. 
A t the International Convention, which 
recently met in San Francisco, not a few 
delegates from the Fast, nearly all of whom 
had visited Southern California, asked l'ls 
Sacramento so bad a place as they tell us'.' 
J-- the snow oil' the ground with you as 
early as March ? You do not mean to tell 
us that you grow semi-tropical fruits in 
vour country : is it very cold there now'.’" 
and so on through a score o f atotird ques­ 
tions. 
O f course these intelligent men 
were ignorant of the truth about Sacra­ 
m ento and her tributary region, because 
there are people who make it their bus­ 
iness to teach

section, and the best that is done here is 
rot a tenth part of whet should be done to 
disseminate the truth ar.d put falsehood to 
flight. 
The best advertisement and refu­ 
tation we can have will he such as we make 
by local etfort and improvement. 
The idea has seized upon San Jose, and 
th e end is already partly realized; it has 
affected Santa Cruz, and it there over­ 
shadows all other topb-s; it has fastened 
upon the towns of the San Joaquin valley 
kind the dry Iones have risen to walk. 
¿Stockton has been inoculated with it, and 
her m aterial advancement began with the 
first step taken. 
W ith fairer outlook and a more sul>- 
stantial basis for a “ boom” than any other 
locality, we must stim ulate the spirit that 
is to make it real. 
W e need to colonize all the splendid 
suburban region east and southeast and 
northeast of the city and bring it within 
easy distance by frequent and rapid com­ 
munication. 
But the preparation must be 
made for it. 
New blood w ill not come 
and do the work for us. 
T he lands must 
be prepared for the coming, the roads and 
avenues laid out, the means of communi­ 
cation enlarged and the present facil­ 
ities 
for 
transportation 
increased 
in 
ease 
and 
frequency. 
There 
must 
be 
widespread 
dissem ination 
of 
the 
truth 
about 
our 
suburban 
region, 
a 
determination to fill it with homes easily 
reached from the city. 
The boont will 
«xtend to the section across the American 
river in time, and as far out front us as 
D avisville on the one hand and meet the 
spirit of progress in Flacer on the other.

SUBURBAN HOMEY 


THE SCHOOL TEXT BOOK MEETING. 


It is somewhat singular that Senator T. 
J. Clunie, who was chief sjieaker at the 
San Francisco text-book meeting Saturday 
night called by the Federated Trades 
Unions, should be possessed of radically 
different information concerning the State 
school text-books on hand, from that certi­ 
fied to be accurate 
by the officials in 
charge of the work o f issuing the books. 
How did he ascertain that the State is 
short of the demand by 20,000 readers, 
10,000 arithmetics and 15,000 spellers? 
Mr. Clunie and his fellow-scnsationalists 
were plainly informed by the R e c o r d - 


11 n io n last week that exam ination of the 
records disclosed that the State Board of 
Education has 14,000 volumes each of 
spellers and readers on hand in excess of 
the certified demand by all the counties 
that can possibly take books before Jan­ 
uary, 1888. 
It would have been nothing 
hut exact justice— which Mr Ciunie’s pro­ 
fession should incline him to conserve— 
for him to have given the authority upon 
which he made his remarkable statement. 
The truth is, there is no authority for 
it. 
The assumed warrant for the mis­ 
leading assertion possibly may be the 
school census reports. 
But no oue better 
than Mr. Clunie knows that these reports 
refer to the whole number of census chil­ 
dren— to those not attending and those 
attending schools, public and 
private. 
These rejtorts do not and cannot be made 
to show the number who need readers, 
spellers and arithm etics prepared by the 
State. 
But it is enough to know that the 
committee in charge—the Governor 
of 
the State and the Superintendent of Pub­ 
lic Instruction— are agreed that books 
enough are printed, and that other* are in 
press to keep the reserve stock up to the 
figure, 10,000, the minimum, below which 


the Board of Education has resolved the 
reserve shall not decline. 
Mr. Clunie and his fellow speakers at 
the mass m eeting in San Francisco Satur­ 
day night, assailed the Superintendent of 
Instruction, charging him with willful 
dereliction 
of his 
duty in this 
m at­ 
ter 
of 
the 
1 >ooks. 
Strangely enough 
they om itted to include the Governor in 
the denunciation. 
It cannot be that the 
fact that Mr. Clunie and most of the pro­ 
moters of the m eeting are the political 
friends of the Governor and the political 
enemies of the Superintendent. 
Certainly 
Mr. Clunie and the smaller fry that fol­ 
lowed him would not be guilty o f such 
demagogy as that. 


So far as the meetiug of Saturday night 
went in declaring in favor of the State 
text-book system, and calling 
for the 
damnation of whosoever attempts to break 
it down and hand the State over to the 
tender rapacity of the book rings, it was 
sound in its action. 
So far as it went in 
demanding that the books be printed as 
soon 
as possible that may lie needed, 
it expressed itself only in line with the 
past jioliey and the expressed orders al­ 
ready made, and therefore its demand was 
uncalled for. 
So far as it went in declar­ 
ing that members of the Board of Educa­ 
tion ought not lo be compilers of the text­ 
books, it touched upon a policy that we 
are inclined to believe is open to criticism. 
It would be better in the future, it would 
have lieen better for the Board of Educa­ 
tion, had it committed the entire work of 
compilation lo others than its members. 
But as for the work given to the public, it 
is sufficient, now that the compilation has 
been made, to know that it has given to 
the State readers and spellers level with 
the best standards, and that prove conclu­ 
sively that the State can produce text­ 
books of precisely the character needed, 
independently of liook syndicates and pub­ 
lishing rings. 
For the rest, the meeting 
was the tool and means of demagogues j 
an instrument o f wrong aimed at one 
office-holder for political laitii’ssake, while 
ignoring another jointly responsible with 
him, also for political faith’s sake. 
It was 
used to further unworthy ambitions and 
give political boosts to political demagogues. 


Mu. G e u i u t I,. L a n s in g , in an able pa­ 
per in the Argonaut on the long and short 
haul clause of the interstate commerce 
law, replies to the impression that prevails 
to a considerable extent, that those at non­ 
com petitive points pay for the carriage of 
freight from com petitive jioints. 
T his is 
a false idea, he declares, a misconception 
that is the fundamental root of much error. 
For the low rate for a long haul does not 
increase the higher rate fora shottcrhaul. 
On the contrary, it has the reverse of that 
effect, for tlie profit over the cost of car­ 
riage on the long haul helps to pay the 
fixed expenses, and so makes possible re­ 
ductions in short haul rates. In those cases 
where a less charge is allowed for a longer 
than a shorter haul, the less rate is not 
made by the railroad, but by competition, 
and this truth in transportation he illus­ 
trates and elaborates at length. 
But the 
mere statement of it is so forcible that it 
would seem it ought not to fail to convince 
any unbiased mind of it- soundness. 


D u r i n g the enforcement of the long- 
and-short li aul clause of the new law, say 
New York dispatches, clipper freighting 
between New York and San Francisco 
increased greatly and prices advanced. O f 
course ; that is to say, the law is a protec­ 
tion to carriers by water, and a direct as­ 
sault upon carriers bv rail. 
It discrim i­ 
nates in favor of water and against laud 
routes, and that arbitrarily and without 
the excuse of benefit to either through or 
local shipper or consumer. 


G e n e r a l R o s s e r is rebuked, say the 
dispatches, for his assault upon General 
Sneridau, by a Southern 
man. Judge 
I’lielps, of Baltim ore, who says that Sheri­ 
dan, with whom h e was as a prisoner dur­ 
ing the ride through the Shenandoah val­ 
ley, so far from lieing cruel, was kind, and 
more than solicitous to save life and prop­ 
erty. 
• 


A C o m m is s io n e r of the Prison Reform 
Association is en route to Alaska to look at 
that Territory with a view to its adapta­ 
bility for founding ¡■enal colonics there.

hundreds ol families where there are now 
but tens. 
These propositions, originating 
in the thought and expression of citizens 
who have for som e tim e been considering 
the matter of an effort for focal advance­ 
ment, include the idea of subdivision of 
outlying lands, and the construction of 
light railways to suburban sections not al­ 
ready reached by rail lines. 
They include 
also the idea o f local agitation and con­ 
sultation, and of arousing the people to the 
splendid opportunities that arc at hand for 
augm enting speedily the importance, trade 
and desirability of Sacramento. 
No sub­ 
ject of deeper and more vital interest has 
in recent years been presented to our citi­ 
zens. 
It has in it the idea of great achieve­ 
ments, of public spirit, of enterprise and 
augmented prosperity. 


Joseph Steffens, President of the Board 
of Trade, was asked what he thought of 
the effort to revolutionize suburban Sacra­ 
mento. 
“ I see no reason,” he replied, ” against 
it.” 
“ You think an ^awakening then to the 
possibility of the scheme a good idea ?” 


A GOOD ID E A . 
“ W hy not? 
The extension of the Plac- 
erville road will be completed soon now, I 
understand, and it is of great importance 
to Sacramento. 
It will increase its import­ 
ance as a trade center still more, and bring 
the rich products of El Dorado here, and 
much trade along with them .” 
“ W ill the proposed scheme benefit Sac­ 
ramento, as like schem es have 
helped 
other places ?” 
“ Sacramento has for many years had a 
steady growth. 
You can no more divert 
her commercial importance than you can 
keep the waves from rolling toward the 
shore. 
Now, no other interior city has 
grown so steadily and substanially in trade 
importance, or been related to 'so wide a 
trade area, except San Francisco, of course. 
Therefore, the other towns have been com ­ 
pelled to “ boom ;” 
but the best o f them 
have not reached our slandard ; nor will 
they. 
The future of Sacramento is an as­ 
sured one of continued prosperity and com­ 
mercial importance.” 
“ You do not advance that as a reason for 
not m akipg a purely local effort here 
now ?” 
“ By no means. The thing to do is 


TO H E L P O URSELVES, 
And our immediate vicinity all we can. 
That stim ulates all the other towns to em u­ 
late us, and so we are benefited doubiy— 
by our own and by their prosperity. 
But I 
tell you, it will be worse for us to go into 
local schem es and give them up.” 
“ You want som ething more than talk, 
then?” 
" Exactly. 
W e've had plenty o f ‘ chin­ 
ning.’ 
Any m ovement of this character 
must have behind it the spirit and resolve 
to accomplish. 
W e’ve got to get over lit­ 
tle things, and mean to win, and we w ill.” 
” The right spirit, then, w ill accomplish 
it ?’’ 
“ Yes. 
The situation looks very bright 
to me for this city. 
It has a fine, large 
trade, and facilities for doing double. 
The 
pushing of the railroad to Oregon is giving 
Sacramento trade already that formerly 
went the other way. 
The movement for 
new lines over in Yolo, the Capay Valley, 
for instance, ought to be encouraged by 
Sacramento.” 
“ But can not we help on the outside 
trade by activity at hom e?” 
“ Of course. 
You know, as a jobber, I 
look m ostly to a large area of trade out­ 
side. Jobbers feel a keen interest in the 
development oi the Central and Northern 
sections. 
But local effort, such as you 
mcntiou, will help retail trade, and that is 
a benefit to everybody.” 
” Our exam ple would be an aid to the 
sections you look to outside, would it not?” 
“ Yes, it would. 
Our local oulside sec­ 
tion is not surjiassed anywhere, let them 
say what they will. 
Just'look at our gar­ 
den spots in all our suburbs, for ten or fif­ 
teen miles, and right up to the city. Where 
is there anything really better?” * 
“ llo w shall we let the people abroad 
know of this?” 
“ Of course that is to be done, and all 
such local efforts as suggested does it.” 
" The thing to do is to wake our people 
up to this matter, is it not ?’’ 
“ Yes, wake them u p ; but if they are to 
m eet and consult, it must be 


t o d o s o m e t h i n g ; 
Not talk, and then quit. 
If local enter­ 
prises are got up here, like that of tilling 
up the suburbs. I leel satisfied that there 
are large local interests here that will join 
in it. 
The idea of good roads, and the light 
railway lines, from the city out into the 
suburban sections, with cheap travel and 
frequent communication, will tend lo take 
people out along the lines to live on small 
tracts. 
The railroads now going into part 
of the region, I suppose, will of course 
adapt them selves to the demands and 
needs o f the situation.” 
“ Then you feel sure there is room for 
live or six thousand more people on the 
outside lands, if the tracts are made ready 
for them ? ” 
“There is no question about that. 
But 
the people m ust go into the thing to 
succeed, or they’d better not move at all 
about it. 
If you can find determination 
enough, then you can conclude it is going to 
he done, but not by just meeting to iaik 
ab-.ut it.” 


a f i n a n c i e r ' s v i e w . 
Frank Miller, Cashier of D. O. M ills’ 
Bank, upon being spoken to in his office 
upon the subject, 
pointed to the 
map 
and said that in a circle thirty m iles in 
diameter, having this city for its center, 
it would be found that the west half was a 
watery waste, the northeast quarter a pas­ 
ture ground for the herds of millionaire 
landlords, and only the southeast quarter 
available for small farms. 
A ny progress 
in our suburbs must therefore be only a 
quarter as beneficial to the city as if we 
had been more favored in location. 
We 
must leap over the barriers on the west and 
north, and enlarge our trade as wholesalers 
and jobbers. 
Many retailers have failed in 
Sacramento, but there have been few fail­ 
ures am ongour wholesale merchants. The 
latter were forced to begin slow and proceed 
cautiously, and have 
made good their 
foundations; there has been no lim it to 
their trade except the bounds of Northern 
California and Nevada. 
“We must not expect too much. Give us 
decent 
citizens, 
prompt punishm ent of 
crime, clean and smooth streets and good 
drainage and the town will grow fast 
enough.” 


OUR U N IM PRO VED O PPO RTUN ITIES. 
I,. L. Lewis, merchant, replied: “ Regard­ 
ing the section o f country upon which to 
work for the general good of this city, I 
agree with you the piace is im m ediately 
east and south of this city, and there is 
more to work upon than the general pub­ 
lic give credit for. 
First, as you say. the 
land wants to be cut up. but not in 20 and 
40-acre tracts, but in very much smaller 
lots, for the time is not far distant when 
the section of country between Sacramento 
and Folsom w ill be the great manufactur­ 
ing center of the Pacific coast, and all run 
by water power at a cost of less than 5 per 
cent, of the steam power now used. The 
water is unlimited in quantity, and is now 
on the tops of the hills a little way back, 
and running to waste, 
it will be brought 
down in pipes, giving 500 feet pressure, so 
that a few inches wili give great power and 
only cost a few cents per day, for it can be 
left on the surface for irrigation, which 
will make- the country bloom like a rose, 
and ¡and that is now selling for $25 to $50 
per acre, w ill bring $500 to 51.000, and be 
Letter worth it than it now is the $25. 
A ll 
we want is a little start this way. and the 
whole country w ill be dotted with manu­ 
factories from here to Folsom , and that will 
leave water on the ground to make thou­ 
sands o f acres more valuable. 
I am ready 
to put my little m ite into this, the greatest 
enterprise in California.”

W. R. F E I.T E R , M ERCHANT. 
“ Boom the town? 
Certainly. 
W hy 
not? There is everything to back it up. 
A city with growing trade and widespread 
can afford to work up a local boom. 
It 
will enhance values, this idea of adding to 
onr suburban population new elements. 
W hy, I've been for that all the tim e, but 
didn't see how to get at it. 
Yes, it is a 
good schem e to have sm all landed homes, 
good roads, easy means to get in and out. 
Certainly, colonize right here at home, 
without lessening our work for all North­ 
ern California. 
What do I think is the 
best way to begin ? W ell, I think the Board 
of Trade might start it. 
By the way, one 
thing 
we 
ought 
to do is to arouse 
the up-country towns to the necessity of 
local boards ¿I trade, more especially to 
look after strangers the Immigration A s­ 
sociations send out to the counties, and to 
give them required information. 
But that 
relates to the whole work of settling the 
northern and central parts of the State. 
We ought to wake up the home people to 
the benefits to follow, helping each other. 
If one does well, the rest must not de­ 
preciate his success and cheapen it, but all 
nelp each, and praise each effort, and con­ 
gratulate the new-comer on his luck in se­ 
curing such a bargain for a hom e site, 
whether we sell to him or our neighbor.” 


T H E 
W ORK 
OPENS— N A TU RA L 
ADVANTAGES 
OF OUR LO CATIO N. 
P. E. Platt expressed his views upon the 
situation by sayin g; 
“ There's got to be 
some public spirit displaved, and those 
who have lands in the 'wake' of the on­ 
ward m ovement must be ready to break 
them up into sm all holdings and sell them. 
We have a tract of about 200 acres just 
beyond the city lim its on the east, which 
we have laid 
out 
with 
avenues, and 
planted to trees and vines. One of our 
firm has built a tine house upon the place, 
and it has been generally improved. 
We 
have done this without any purpose of 
putting it into the market, but whenever 
it is wanted for aiding the boom, or for set­ 
tlem ent in sm all holdings, we will cut it 
up and sell it out. 
A great wave of pros­ 
perity is at our doors, and we want to be 
up and doing and enjoy our share of it. 
There is one great thing'to our advantage, 
and that is our position as a natural rail- 
Liad center. 
W e hardly realize this in its 
fullness, but it becomes manifest when we 
consider that at least ninety per cent, of all 
the deciduous fruits going to the East are 
gathered to this point by the various rail­ 
road lines, and here made into car or train 
loads and billed to the Eastern destina­ 
tions. 
We certainly have great natural 
advantages, and we ought to be smart 
enough to at least not cripple nature in her 
efforts in our behalf.” 


H . H . LINNK1 L, JOBBER. 
“ Favor the oulside land boom ' 
Yes, 
sir ; I’ve always wanted to see that thing 
started.” 
“ W e can colonize here, then ?” 
“ Colonize on our oulside lands? 
Yes, 
sir. I've been all over the country in my 
business for years, and 1 know that from 
here to Brighton and Florin, and south of 
those places, and north and east, too, there 
is no city that ever liad more favorable 
environment. 
No California town ever 
bad 
SUCH OPPORTUNITIES 
To thickly settle suburbs.” 
" What is your idea about light railways 
to these sections?” 
“ Just the thing. 
There are no natural 
obstacles to be overcome. 
It's like a Moor 
almost, and scarcely any cost is involved 
but for material, to bring the whole region 
w ithin fifteen m inutes of the city.” 
“ How about putting 
water 
on the 
lands?” 
" No trouble at ai. 
There can be plenty 
of it bad and cheaply by wells, and lifting 
on large or small scales.1 
“ How about the river?” 
“ Yes or by tluming from the river.” 
“ Suppose a m ine to be discovered in our 
suburbs?” 
“ W hy, they’d have water on it in a few 
weeks. 
But one large lifting power would 
supply, bv that means, the needs of a very 
wide section. 
“ Am I in favor of agitating the thing? 
Yes I am. 
Get the people to understand 
it, and go into it and it will return the out­ 
put to this 
generation 
tenfold. 
I’ve 
looked at this thing a long tim e and know 
it is feasible.” 
“ You favor getting together and coun­ 
seling about it?” 
“ Most 
certainly, 
those 
that 
mean 
business. 
Many ot our capitalists ought 
to be seen on it. 
They stand in their 
own light by holding off.’ There's plenty 
of means here, if the owners would only 
make up their minds to its right use. Such 
investm ent would lessen taxation and in­ 
crease income. 
In fact, there is nothing 
against the schem e except tim idity. 
But 
if the people get together for this purpose 
they must not drop it, but make up their 
minds to put it through. 


A LITTLE CONCERTED EFFORT 
W ill go a long way toward success. 
The 
influence on the outside world will be 
strong. 
We have a good trade now, and 
steady growth, but it can be made better 
yet. 
Some manifestation of focal spirit is 
what is wanted. 
People on the outside 
see this manifestation ami say, ■ W ell, 
there’s a live town. 
I’ll go there to trade.’ 
People won’t come here and do for us, but 
if we are alive to our own interests and 
show it, then people will come in and join 
the effort.” 


TH E ROOM ALREADY HERE. 
“ Y es,” said Mr. Béckman, President of 
the People's Bank, “ we are not only going 
to have a boom, but we have got it already 
if we would only realize it. 
W e have only 
to look at and compare real estate values 
with what they were but recently, and the 
greatly improved condition is at once ap­ 
parent. 
Ttiere’s a piece of property in 
which the bank held an interest that was 
sold a few years ago for $12,000, and which 
was recently sold for $45,000. 
The Conner 
tract, out the M-street road, east of the city, 
was sold four years ago by our bank for 
$8,000, with much difficulty. 
To-day it 
would find quick sale at $15,000.” 
“ llow about city property?” 
“ That is looking up in the sam e way. 
The property on the northwest corner of 
Third and .1 street is a fair exam ple. 
This 
was held for years, and until quite recent­ 
ly, at $20.000, and attracted 110 purchaser. 
Now the proprietor has within a short 
tim e refused $30,000 for it. 
This is only a 
single instance of the better tone of real 
estate prices in the city. 
The fact is, if any 
one now wishes a building lot here he has 
got to pay a good margin for what the boom 
has already done. 
As to outside o f the 
city, I cannot see why ail the land lying on 
the south and east o f the city, within four 
or five m iles, should not. w ithin a very 
short time, be nearly as valuable as prop­ 
erty about Los Angeles, for our clim ate is 
equally as good, and our land is certainly 
far superior.” 


JAMES M OUIRE, MANUFACTURER, 
Favored an effort to awaken the people to 
the new idea. 
“ It is feasible,” said he, 
“ W hy not? 
W e have the same facilities 
as other places, and som e better. 
Our lo 
cation is jnst right for markets and ship­ 
ment. 
1 see nothing to hinder building 
up the suburban section, except the ditto 
cu ltyof getting the men who ought to move 
in the matter at work.” 


A. V. VAN VO O RHIES, M ERCHAN T, JO B B ER AND 
M AN U FACTU RER. 
“ The local boom you refer to is the 
thing, if they will do it. 
What we want is 
people on the land. 
The land of the 
right kind is here in plenty. 
A ny of it is a 
hundred per cent, better than plenty of it 
where great colonies are being planted. 
W hy, take it out around Davitville, for in­ 
stance. 
W HAT A POPULATION 
That section could support ! 
Then over 
here beyond tbe American river, on the 
Haggin tract." 
“ W hich must be divided up som e tim e?” 
“ Of course—if it could only be done 
now .” 
” But tbe owners will not yield." 
“ So I hear. 
But why we could not have 
the whole region between the city and 
Brighton and Florin, and on either hand, 
filled up on the small-tract plan, I cannot 
understand.” 
“ We can, if there is earnest organization 
and public spirit made manifest.” 
“ I hope so. 
I have not thought much 
about the details, but it seems feasible. 
The trouble has been with us that so many 
men make money here and then remove to 
San Francisco, leaving property, in many 
cases, that yields them an income, which 
! they draw away from this city.” 
’ 
” You know som ething of the success 
attained down south by focal effort?” 
” Yes ; and we can get as good a class o f 
people here if the same spirit is shown. 
We have the same facilities for new-comers 
to build homes. 
Yes. I think that the agi­ 
tation ought to be worked up. and it seems 
to me. as I see it now, that it will meet 
with success.” 


A . L. FROST. COUNTY ASSESSOR. 
“ What do you think ot the proposition 
for a focal effort to settle up suburban Sac­ 
ramento?'' 
“ Good! I'm for it all the tim e. 
W e’ve 
got every natural aid and all the favor 
nature can give any place in the valley. 
There is no spot so well situated for just 
such an effort. 
The only auestion is. W ill 
the men with m oney do it? 
There’s 


plenty of them that ought to, and wouldn't 
feel it, and yet do not. ' W hat’s that ? Not 
so much m oney needed as combined effort 
and organization ? 
W ell, perhans that is 
true. 
I hope it is, sincerely. 
Such oppor­ 
tunities as we have right here no other 
place w eald leave unimproved.” 
CARL STROBEL, 
Ileal estate agent, heartily indorsed the 
idea of endeavoring to thickly settle su­ 
burban lands. Said be : “One, two or three 
syndicates that would secure and divide up 
good tracts anywhere in the east section, 
and prepare them for occupancy, is dead 
certain to dispose of the subdivisions, with 
roads and avenues reserved.” 
“ What do you think of light railways 
running out where lines do not now go?” 
“ W hy. they would make these outside 
lands as desirable for homes as any inside 
the city, and in ten and twenty-acre tracts 
more so. 
Just look what such things have 
done elsewhere.” 
“ Do you think the idea of the citizens 
working up this sentim ent feasible?” 
. “ Yes? I do, and I’ll p u t w h at I can in to 
it. 
And th e re is no tro u b le ab o u t w ater. 
It can be b ad a n y w h e re in D leutv o u t 
th e re .” 


SUBSTANTIAL BASIS FOR INCREASE IN VALUES. 
A . Abbott, Railroad Commissioner and 
Cashier of the California Bank, said he 
did not expect such an inflation of values 
as has been experienced in Los Angeles. 
“ Nor,” said he, “do I think we desire them. 
\ alues of lands here w ill necessarily be 
higher than they are at present, because 
there is no land in Central and Northern 
California which cannot beput to som e use 
that will give a much greater incom e than 
the present rate of interest on m oney re­ 
quired to purchase them. 
Our valley lands 
have always been, and always will be 
worth $100 per acre for purpose of raisiDg 
wheat. 
There is no staple that can be 
raised at Los Angeles that will give a re­ 
turn upon that amount, aside from citrus 
fruits.” 
“ You place the basis then, for belief, in 
prospective higher values, upon the sub­ 
stantial fact that our lands are of such 
quality that, connected with our climate, 
they will yield remunerative returns in 
production upon a much increased valua­ 
tion?” 
“ That is precisely it. 
The increase in 
value, at least until a great deal higher 
than now, is going to lie measured by tbe 
returns, wbich are much greater than pres­ 
ent rates of interest, and these returns are 
governed by the adaptability ol tbe soil 
and clim ate for growth of fruits, especially 
the culture of apricots and Bartlett pears, 
which thrive only upon a lim ited portion 
of the earth, and grow in Central anil 
Northern California to their greatest per­ 
fection. 
It is a well-known fact that the 
apricot grown in this section of the State 
is the finest in the world, and our Bartlett 
pears are as staple a fruit as the orange, 
and can be shipped to any distance. 
It is 
also prolific, and always sells at high 
p rices.' 
"What about Sacramento’s future?” 
“If Sacramento is not the railroad cen­ 
ter of Central and Northern California it is 
our own fault. 
She has all the natural 
advantages, and the prestige of a large 
number of 
roads 
centering here now. 
There is also a prospect that several other 
branch roads from Sacramento to various 
parts of the interior w ill soon be built. 
Sacramento m ust also maintain a promi­ 
nent position as a distributing point for 
Central and Northern California because of 
the water facilities which will always se­ 
cure to her cheap rates of transportation. 
If this city, therefore, does not go right 
ahead with a substantial boom, it is tbe 
fault of the people and nothing else.”

T h e In tersta te C om m erce A ct. 
It is reported that the Interstate Commis­ 
sioners have, after careful investigation and 
m ature deliberation of the matter, decided 
to suspend the fourth section of the Inter­ 
state Commerce Act—the long and short 
haul clause—until the truetingof Congress, 
in December next, when they will recom­ 
mend its repeal. It is to be hoped that this 
report is grounded in truth. The bill was 
conceived by an arrant demagogue, and was 
enacted into a law by demagogues, and in 
giving it his official sanction, President 
Cleveland made the greatest mistake of his 
administration. 
During the short time 
that the proA-isions of the fourth section of 
this Act were strictly enforced, it was de­ 
monstrated beyond the possibility of a 
doubt that to continue it in operation for 
any extended period would result in the 
destruction of nearly every Pacific Coast 
industry ; throw thousands of poor wage­ 
workers out of employment, and fill our 
almshouses and other charitable institu­ 
tions with helpless women and starving 
children. 
It is trne that a few such men as 
Garrett, the brass-founder, and Scott, of the 
Union Iron Works, strongly favor its reten­ 
tion and strict enforcement"; but they are 
actuated to this by mercenary motives—for 
its enforcement would 3hut oat competition 
from the East, and permit them to charge 
exorbitant prices for their manufactures. 
But the wool-growers, the wine-growers, 
the fruit raiser, the fruit canners, and all 
othi-rs who are forced to seek a m arket in 
the East for their productions, demand its 
repeal; and unless it is repealed, they will 
be compelled to sacrifice the labor of years, 
and begin life anew. The interstate cjm - 
merce law is a fraud, a delusion and a 
snare, and the best interests of the whole 
country demand its speedy repeal.—.S. /•'.
